European countries are handicapped 
in restoring their industries by the 
lack of 'raw materials, says Mr. Fi­ 
lene. These they must buy from the 
United States. In addition to the al­ 
ready high prices they must pay ocean 
freight and the difference in rate of 
exchange. 
The latter ranges from 
twenty-five to six hundred per cent 
above normal value. 
Here lies the solution of Europe’s 
troubles by the United States as the 
Boston man sees it.
